The Police Board ordered Inspector 
Richard McDonnell Monday to file 
charges against four sergeants and 21 
patrolmen in connection with the loot- 
ing of the Police Relief Association 


fund. 

Except Lieut. McCormick, McDonnell 
was instructed to file charges against 
all the policemen suspended three 


months ago. 

The charges were ordered after the 
Police Board had under consideration 
for a week the report of Associate City 
Counselor Baird, who was assigned by 


the City Law Department to make an 
investigation of the looting of the fund. 


Names Are Withheld. 

The members of the Police Board de- 
clined to give any information as to 
the nature of the charges to be prefer- 
red against the 4 policemen. The names 
of all except the ten suspended police- 
men were withheld. 

The men suspended are: John Dunil- 
gan, treasurer of the association, 
Highth Police District; Edward Schenk, 
detective; John Stead, Eleventh; Michael 
Donoghue, Fifth; George Beard, Third; 
Michael Gannon, Ninth; Henry Beer- 
man, Twelfth; Walter J. Cliffe, First; 
_Sergt. John J. Noonan, Fifth, and 
Thomas Degnan, Central. 

It was stated that many of the police- 
men to be charged in connection with 
the looting of thé fund were known as 
reformers,*and vigorously demanded an 
investigation when it became known 
that Secretary John M. a was 
short in his accounts. 

The Police Board met at uidihiincions 
Monday morning and after going over 
the report again, called in Maj. Mc- 
Donnell and ordered him to begin the 
preparation of charges immediately. 

cDonnell, when seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, refused to make any 
statement.

She Fractured Her Skull 
Leaping From the Moving 
Auto Saturday Night. 


A. Reid Chappell and Roscoe C. 
Bienenstok each charging the other with 
having sat by Maud Little just before 
she jumped from their automobile and 
fractured her skull, gave bond-for $500 
each at Clayton Monday afternoon. The 


time set for their appearance in Jus- 
tice Weremeyer’s Court, to answer any 
charge that may be preferred, is Thurs- 
day, July 7. 

Both young men surrendered them- 
selves to the St. Louls police shortly 
before noon, after Chappell, who is 
the son of Mra. A. D. Chappell, a well- 
known singer, had once escaped from 
Chief of Detectives Smith and two of 
his men. , 

Chappell’s lawyer, Charles P. 
Johnson, said Maud Little was on the 
rear seat with Bienenstok,. while 
Thomas B. Harvey, Bienenstok’s 
counsel, said it was just the other 
way, and that Maud Little was sit- 
ting in front with Chappell. Lucille 
Little, who was in the machine, has 
said that her sister was on the front 
seat. 

Both lawyers said that the young men 
had -given Maud Little no cause for 
leaping from the auto. Bienenstok said 
that the girls wanted the young men to 
stop the car at West End Heights, and 
that Chappell, who was driving the car, 
did not wish to stop. It was then, he 
said, that Maud Litth jumped out.

OGDEN, Utah, June 237.—Three masked 
bandits held up the second section of

Alt of the passengers in the train 
were robbed of their vaiuables and the 


express messenger was <«ompelled to 
deliver .the contents of his safe. The 
exact amount the robbers obtained has 
not been ascertained. 

Two passengers and 
were injured. 

The robbers drove to Second street 
from Ogden in a buggy. They stopped 
the train by placing railroad torpedoes 
on the track. When the engineer 
brought the train to a stop, the head 
brakeman went forward to ascertain 
the cause of the delay and was struck 
with a revolver by one of the robbers. 

Express Car Opened,

manded the messenger to open the safe. 
After rifling the safe, the robbers 
turned their attention to the coaches.

BITTERLY CONTESTED 


: Recrimination and Mud- 
Slinging Mark Balloting for 
Head of Tradesi'Union. 


The fight for the re-election of Louis 
FP. Phillippi, o Socialist, over Owen 
Miller for the presidency of the Centrai 
Trades and Labor Union, ,centered on 
an $8-a-month esecretaryship for a bar- 
per, according to Charles ‘Hertenstein, 
tresident of Typographical. Union No. 4 
Hiertenstein asserts Millertowes his de- 
feat to the desertion of J.4C. Shanessy, 
general organizer of the Journeymen 
Barbers’ International Union. 

The election, held in Aschenbroedel 
Hall, was bitterly contested. Speakers 
indulged in personalities amd the older 
members declared they had mever heard 
such mud-slinging in a trades body’s 
conveations 

“This proves that I was not elected on 
a fluke six months ago,”’ Phillippi de- 
clared after the meeting adjourned. “I 
won by only 11 votes last time and it 
was said it was a mistake to elect me. 
Today’s decision of the central body 
proves that I am the choice of the 
trades workers and that I won fairly.’ 


Holds Newspapers Responsible. 
“T owe my defeat to the newspapers,’ 


Owen Miller told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “They made it appear that I 
was too closely aBlied with the inter- 
ests: Between the lines they made it 
took like I was a man the interests 
could control easily.” 

“No, I do not believe the Socialists 
contro] the Cemtral Trades and Labor 
I nion,”’ said Charles Hertenstein. ‘‘The 
Socialists, with the aid of deserters 
from the Miller ranks, were responsible 
for Miller’s defeat. The desertion of 
Shanessy was the \double-cross. 

“Shanessy brought\out Miller. He in- 
terested me in him. He was for Miller 
until a few days ago Last Friday he 
switched. I watched for the reason and 
it was plain when F. A‘ Heller of the 
Barbers’ Unton was elected over J. G. 
Schwarz for financial secretary. 

“That was Shanessy’s reason for a 
flop. I was surprised. I had a, talk 
with him before the meeting and was 
astonished to learn that he changed 
his mind about Miller because he said 
Miller asked him to vote for him. He 
said Miller had sent pést cards to mem- 
bers soliciting their aid. It’s a. terri- 
ble offense, it seems, for a man who 
is a candidate for office wanting to 
be returned a_ winner. I consider 
Shanessy’s a changing his 
mind very flimsy.“%Shannesy controls 
seven votes In the Central body, be- 
sides having a good following outside 
his own union.” 

Phillipp! was placed in nomination 
by Shanessy. The latter was recog- 
nized by Phillippi as sooy as nomina- 
tions were announced in order. 
Shanessy launched a tirade against 
unfair political methods to further 
the interests of candidates. He said 
he helé both Miller and Phillippi in 
the highest esteem, but he did not 
propose to stand for the politics that 
had been injected into the campaign 
of one of the candidates, 

Shanessy’s address roused the ire of 
Charlies Lambert, business agent of the 
Painters’ District Council. Lambert. re- 
proved Shanessy for talking of ‘‘siimy 
politics.”’ 

Miller's nomination was seconded by 
Charlies Hertenstein and J. B. Conroy, 
who urged his election on the ground 
that the American Federation of Lavor 
would meet in St. Louis soon and a man 
of known qualifications should be head 
of the unions. 

Conroy Tried to Trace Enemies. 

Conroy asserted that newspaper arti- 
' ¢les printed atout the election had been 
inspired by persons who had axes to 
grind. He admitted having acted as a 
sleuth to determine the origin of these 
stories, but confessed he had proved a 
failure as a detective. 

Secretary David Kreyling for the first 
time during his 17 years’ connection 
with the Central body, arose to second 
u nomination. He advocated a second 
term for Phillippi, who, he said, had 
proved an efficient officer. 

Phillippi’s election followed by a vote 
of 225 to 90. 

Mra. D. W. Kneffler, a fraternal dele- 
gate to the Central Trades body from 
the Woman's Trade Union League, ad- 
vocated the defeat of E. J. Troy, secre- 
tary of the Missouri Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, a candidate for the State 
Legislature, who is “singing his way 
into office in four languages.” 

“I will take the stump every night 
against this man,’ she said, “and I ex- 
pect every union man to be at my back. 
Troy is not tn sympathy with union 
ideas. His election would result only in 
legislation favorable to his employers.” 

Other officers elected by the central 
body were: B. Lamb, Machinists’ 
inion, vice-president; Joseph Hauser, 
brewery Workers, treasurer; Conrad 
Schott, Watters’ Union, sergeant-at-

Attention had been 
focused upon Chappell because he is 
secretary of the Chappell Oil and Grease 
Co., at 200 North Commerctal street, 
near the place where the Little sisters 
first met the youth who took them joy- 
riding, and aleo because his description 
is similar to that given by the young 
women of one of their annoyers. 

Auto Came, Stealthily. 

At about 10 o’clock an automobile 
crept so stealthily into the alley back 
of the Chappell apartment that the 
watchers did not detect it. But the vigi- 
lant eye of a friend was more alert. 

According to an occupant of the apart- 
ment, who was watching developments 
from an upper window, the machine 
had scarcely entered the alley when a 
girl’s voice, low but tense, uttered a 
warning from a rear window. 

The machine backed instantly. from 
the alley, and was whirled in so quick 
a turn that it collided with a lamp 
post, the glass of which was shattered. 
Two policemen ran to the spot, but the 
fugitive extricated himself with remark- 
able swiftness and fled at high speed. 
He sped south and turned west on Del- 
mar boulevard. 

During this episode Chief Smith and 
his men were standing 300 feet away 
in the alley. Having been informed of 
what had happened, the Chief asked 
for two patrolmen from the Twelfth 
District, who remained on guard at the 
Chappell home all night, but their vigil 
was fruitless. 

Chief Smith next called upon the 
youth’s mother and the girl who gave 
the warning. He says that he met an 
absolute refusal to answer his ques- 
tions as to Chappell’'s whereabouts Sat- 
urday night and the hour he returned 
heme. The elder woman said she re- 
fused to believe her son guilty of in- 
sulting a young woman, and would not 
believe him so until he confessed 
her with his own lips. 

Victim's Skull Fractured. 

Miss Maud Little, whose skull was 
fractured by her desperate leap from 
the flying automobile, underwent three 
operations Sunday night at St. Luke’s 
Hospital. Her condition is critical. 

Miss Lucile Little says she and her 
sister first met the young man a month 
ago while seeking employment 6n Com- 
mercial street. He was standing in a 
doorway, she says, and they asked di- 
rections as to finding a street number. 
Instead of answering, she relates; he 
engaged them in conversation anda 
asked for permission to call at their 
home. They refused, she says. He told 
them his name was Rubenstein. 

“Last Thursday afternoon,” she con- 
tinued, “I met him again on the street 
and he said he had a friend who owned 
an automobile and that they would like 
to take us out for a ride. 

‘“They drove up to the house about 
8 o'clock Sautrday night and asked up 
if we didn’t want to go to West End 
Heights. We rode around the park for 
a while and their behavior became of- 
fensive. We begged them to hurry on 
to West End Heights. They said they 
would go when they got ready and 
would suit themselves, I told them 
we wanted to get out, and they ran the 
machine faster.

Waldecker Champion. 


Waldecker is a champion bowler, and 
his acquaintance with Mrs. Kuhl is 
said to have begun in her husband's 
bowling alleys, which were at 3547 Ar- 
senal street. 

Besides the changes involving Mrs. 
Kuhl, Mrs. Waldecker charged that her 
husband had been married before his 
marriage to her, and had not obtained 
a divorce from his first wife. The stat- 
ute of limitations prevented prosecu- 
tion, as the facts, according to the St. 
Louis wife, were not discovered until 
more than three years efter the biga- 
mous marriage. 

The Philadelphia wife was Mrs. Ame- 
lia Batteau Waldecker. She said she 
was married to Waldecker in 1901, and 
had one son. As he failed to support 
her, she ceased to live with him in 
December, 1908.

SLAYERS HOUSE 
FINDS nM DYING 


Georgian Barricaded Him- 
self in Home and Killed 
Three Officers. 








By Associatea Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 27.—W. H. Bost- 
wick, the desperado who killed three 
men and wounded three at his home 
near Occilla yesterday, was found dy- 
ing in his barricaded home at 4 o’clock 
this morning when the Fitzgerald Com- 
pany of the National Guard rushed and 
captured the house, He expired within 
an hour. 

The five children who were in the 
heuse with him were rescued uninjured. 
It is supposed a bullet fired durtng the 
fight with. posses last night struck 
Bostwick. Sheriff J. P: McInnis died 
today about the same time as Bost- 
wick. 

The Fitzgerald company on arrival 
today promptly rushed to the house 


‘which had been the scene of a fierce 


fire of bullets all night. For fear of 

hurting the children, the soldiers did 

not shoot. They assembled on all four 

sides of the house, two hundred yards 

away and at the command “forward” 

moved on the place at double time. 
Man Found Unconscious, 

The first ones kicked in the door 
and with drawn revolvers entered. 
Bostwick was found on the floor un- 
conscious. The children, terrified, 
huddled near. The father had kept 
them on the floor al] night and thus 
they had escaped the bullets. It was 
reported at first that the guardsmen 
had killed Bostwick, but this was de- 
nied later. 

The battle last night was bloody 
and picturesque. The affair began 
yesterday afternoon when Sheriff 
McInnes and a posse went to arrest 
Bostwick. He killed Chief of Police 
Steve Davis and Deputy Sheriff Shef- 
field of Occilla and Sheriff McInnes 
and two deputies fell badly wounded. 

Sent Child After Revolver. _ 

A new posse was formed and another 
attack was made, the troops being or- 
dered out meanwhile. It was known 
Bostwick had fled with one 
child, but the father kept the remain- 
ing five in the house with him. 

One of the children he sent out to 
get the revolver the dead police chief 
had dropped, knowing that the posse 
would not fire on the lad.. The soldiers 
orders were not to fire on the house, 
but to capture it by sheer force of 
numbers. 

The posse of local ehtnuns kept up a 
fire on the beleaguered map all night. 

The three living victims of Bostwick’s 
bullets are expected to recover. All 
the troops were ordered home today. 
These included an Albany company 
which arrived shortly after the Fita- 
gerald men.

GARDNER'S STORY 
ALL WRONG, IS 
MILLER'S REPLY 


President of Insurance Com- 
panies Reiterates Note. 
Was Accommodation. 


NOT MEANT AS BONUS 
Officer of Concerns in Re- 


ceivership Denies Pay- 
ment to Congressnian. 





President Walter J. Miller of the Con- 
tinental Life Insuvance and Internatione] 
Fire Assurance companies arrived in St. 
Louis Monday. He deciared there was 
little truth in the deposition of Harry 
B. Gardner, fiscal agent of the com- 
panies, taken before @ special commis- 
sioner in the office of Attorney John 58. 
Leahy last week. The deposition was 
taken in the suit of Gardner, who al- 
leges Miller owes him $20,000 on a note. 

Miller is plaintiff in a suit with other 
directors of the company against Gard- 
ner and his associates. They are ask- 
ing that the companies be dissolved for 
the. benefit of stockholders. Receivers 
have been appointed. 

“About the only authoritative thing ! 
can find in Gardner's deposition is that 
his name is Harry B. Gardner and 
his home is in St. Louis. 

“It is not true that I urged him to 
pay off President Coudrey, so that I 
might become president. I never met 
Coudrey but once in my life. I did not 
say that the company could afford to 
get rid of him, even if it had to pay 
50, 000. 

“T did not know that Toudrey iad 
been paid $25,000 to get out. Gardner 
told me he paid the money, and I be- 
lieved him. I met Coudrey in Septem- 
rer, 199. I was introduced to him by 
Gardner. I never saw him again. When 
I was asked to come to St. Louis the 
following November, I heard that Coud- 
rey had gone and was told of the pay- 
ment. 

Note Was an Accommodation, 

“It was on this visit that I gave the 
note. I gave it as an accommodation. 
My son, Dr. T. F. Miller, was present. 
Gardner told me the note would never 
be collected. He said he wanted it to 
use in case the company, in process of 
organization, needed it. He+said he 
did not think he would need it, now- 
ever. 





“IT gave the note and took a receipt 
This receipt told that it was an ac- 
commodation; that it was not to be 
collected, but I have never been able 
to find it since. I believe’ I must have 
left it onthe table in Gardner’s office.’’ 

In relating how the receivership suits 
came about, President Miller said: 

“We could never get from Gardner any 
information about directors’ meetings or 
inside doings of the company. All the 
directors are bankers, some of whom 
I interested in the company. They 
turned to me for information. I finally 
got hold of a copy of the by-laws. I 
found the meetings of directors were 
held on the second Tuesday of the 
month, 


Gardner Pleads on Technicality. 
“We met and transacted business. 


Among other things, a resolution was 
passed to have an accounting from the 
time the companies were organized. 
The resolution called for a showing of 
all receipts and disbursements. Gardner 
objected to this. His objection was a 
parliamentary one. He said as the 
meeting called for the day before had 
not been properly adjourned and record- 
ed in the minutes, it was iilegal. 

“The directors in the country came to 
St. Louis May 18 for the bankers’ con- 
vention and they agreed it would be a 
gvod time to hold a meeting. Gardner 
agreed to meet on that day. Business 
prevented the meeting that day, how- 
ever. It was then agreed to meet on 
May 19. 

“Despite his objection, a committee 
was appointed to go over the books. We 
named C. U&. Lang of Kahoka, Mo.; 
Charlies H. Jones of Brookfield and J. 
F. Fenwick of Perryville. They visited 
the officers the next day and Garner 
refused to allow them to see the ac- 
counts, 

Miller asserts that Gardner bought 
the St. Louis National Life Insurance 
Co. that he might facilitate the com- 
menacement of actual business. Under 
the insurance laws all stock must be 
sold before insurance can be written. 

He said an agreement of stockholders 
of the Continental and International 
companies was made to exchange stock 
in the latter companies for St. Louis 
National Livestock. 

“I see,”’ President Miller said, ‘‘Gard- 
per intends to give me back my note 
if I'll swear that it was merely a 
friendly loan. Well, I'll swear to it, all 
right, for it’s the truth.” 

“I did not say all of it,” Gardner re- 
piied. ‘‘There was some due him. There 
was 2 cents on ev ery share sold, There 
might have been something due him, 
but not $25,000.” 

“Then why pay him what was not 
due him?”

MACON, Mo., June 27.—His wife’s de- 
votion failed to save Gus Vestal, who 
was convicted of the murder of Mike 
McGrath, and whose punishment was 
fixed by a Macon County jury at ll 
years in the penitentiary. Mre. Vestal 
shrieked when the verdict came in. All 
forenoon she and her husband, with 
two or three female relatives, had been 
sitting on the north side of the big 
court room, waiting for the verdict. 

McGrath's li-year-old daughter, Nora, 
his mother and his sisters were on the 
south side. Save the.court officers and 
defendant’s attorneys, there were no 
others in the room. 

With the announcement of the verdict 
Mrs. Vestal became hysterical. The par- 
ty on the other side, those to whom 
McGrath had been near and dear, silent- 
ly withdrew. The jury’s verdict had 
cleared their kinsman’s good name. 

Delia O’Grady, a pretty gffl of 18, a 
hospital nurse by profession, half-sister 
to Mike McGrath, had been his nurse in 
the hospital, and to her ears he had 
confided his dying statement. This 
statement, as related, in the calm. gen- 
tle tones of the nurse, moved the jury 
as nothing else had. 

As she was leaving the courthouse, 
glad to get away from the place of 
sinister memory, Delia O’Grady, out of 
her sympathetic heart, sald: 

“T could not stand to see her suffer- 
ing; poor thing!”’ 

If Vestal serves a term in the peniten- 
tiary it will be the first unwritten law 
case tried here with that result. 

Wife’s Story Urnavalling. 

There has been much. speculation 
Mrs. Vestal would stand 
the test of the severe cross-examina- 
tion that wes awaiting her. She had 
never been on the stand before. The 
young woman herself felt great anx- 
fety concerning the ordeal. She pre- 
pared for it by attiring herself in a 
neat black costume, removing her 
hat and allowing her thick brown 
hair to roll gracefully back from her 
forehead. It was @ strangely white 
and childish face she presented to 
the jury the hot night she took the 
witness stand in her husband's be- 
half. 

Mrs. Vestal was not certain about 
distances, feet and inches, hours, half 
hours and minutes, but she was 
resolute when she told of McGrath 
trying to enter her door and what 
he did there. This, If true, made the 
motive for -her husband's arming 
himself for protection against the 
men who had attempted to wrong 
him. 

“Tt hurt us to see how she suf- 
fered,” said a sister of the dead 
check-weighman; “we all feel sorry 
for her. All we wanted was a ver- 
dict that would vindicate our brother 
and show he did not try to harm 
her.” ; 

The eyes of McGrath's sisters and 
mother were wet with tears as they 
left the doyrthouse where Mra, Vegs- 
tal was sobbing im her husband's 
arms.

Under the law the keeper of a gam- 
bling resort must pay a $100 initial li- 
cense for the year and a toll of $75 a 
month for each game, poker excepted 
or rather ignored, on eath craps 
table, wheel or faro layout that he 
operates. Some of the biggest saloons 
in town have as many as eight games 
going and their owners you may believe 
that they are not going to feel that 
tax very heavily. 

There is really a-reverence for the 
Sabbath in Reno. A wise legislator, 
who probably went as far as he dared, 
_had a clause inserted in the gambling 
. Jaws to the effect that games of 

chance, such as roulette, faro, keno and 
craps, should not be played on Sunday. 
And so the day was reasonably still yes- 
terday. But the bars were wide open, 
as well as all other resorts, and while 
the deal box and the roulette ball were 
under canvas covers, the gentle games 
of Klondike and others not specially 
provided against proceeded with all rea- 
sonable vigor.

The fruit was washed again in sterij- 
lized water, and the number of microbes 
fell to 74,000 per .06 of a cubic inch of 
water. 

A third washing brought the number 
down to 18,000.

‘One Killed and Another Dy- 


ing When Police Interrupt 
Shooting Affray. 





EIGHT PISTOLS FOUND 


Score of Armed Men Take 


Part-in Hard Fight in 
Heart of Chinatown. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 2%.—The war of 
the Tongs in Chinatown has been re- 
newed. This particular war began 


with murder of Bow Gum, a slave gir. 
Three Chinamen, @ne of whom is dead 
and another dying at the Hudson Strect 
Hospital, were shot during a battle, 
into which Capt. ‘‘Bill’’ Hodgins of the 
Elizabeth Street Police Station led a 
charge of his men yesterday afternoon 

The affray was not the work of % 
skulking ‘“‘gun man” settlhng a lonx 
score, but was an organized raid on 
Pell street, the district restricted to the 
Four Brothers, by.a band of Ong Leong 
werriors from Mott sireet, the district 
restricted to them. The fight took place 
&* Mott and Pell streets, under the very 
eyes of the police. 

Sen Jin, keeper of the sweetmeats 
siands at Pell and Mott etreets, was 
the first to fall. Two bullets struck 
him, one in the back and one in the 
¢bdomen. Chu Foo, a laundry man of 
Auburndale, L. I., fell a moment later 
iu the doorway of 37 Pell street, direct- 
ly across from Jin’s stand. A bullet hit 
him behind the right ear and he died 
a few hours later. 

Around the corner, in Mott street, Chu 
Pan, a laundry man of Long Island 
City, went down with a bullet in his 
right thigh and a revojver in his hand. 
Sen Jin later identified him as having 
fired the shot which entered his abdo- 
men. Foo and Pan are cousins. 

Members of the Four Brothers gath- 
ered from all parts of the New York 
district yesterday to attend a wonder- 
ful banquet at the Chinese Delmonicos, 
°| Pell street. It was to celebrate the 
two thousand and something anniver- 
sary of the founding of the society ani 
was set for 5 o'clock. 

Shooting Done Carefully. 

To make safe the coming of the ban- 
queters, pickets—Chinatowh says they 
vere hired sharpshooters—were sta-

flung a triangular scarlet festival flag, 
edged with green and-crested with pea- 
cock plumes. Directly beneath this 
flag Capt. Hodgins, Sergt. John Mag- 
ner and Patrolman Homer Willett were 
waiting for trouble. 

Just at 4 o'clock Capt. Hodgins heard 
e bunch of firecrackers begin to pop at 
the corner of Mott and Pel! streets. He 
didn’t wait, but started on the run for 
the scene. From every corner of China- 
town came extra policemen which 
Hicdgins had on duty. 

From both directions on Mott street 
came Ong Leong men, headed for Pell. 
They were armed with new revolvers 
loaded with smokeless powder _cart- 
ridges, and they were not firing with 


ene arm across their eyes, as the Leong 


men formerly did. They looked to sec 
where their bullets went. 

As the Ong Leong men swept around 
the corner into Pell street, the Four 
Brothers pickets rushed to meet them. 
Their weapons weré as new and their 
aim was as deliberate as that of their 
foes. Before the police closed in 30 shots 
were fired, three men went down and 
the fronts of the buildings within a 
radius of 50 feet were riddled with bul- 
lets. 

The police went into action through 
the hottest part of it. 

Banquet Was Held. 

One of the men Officer Lang cap- 
turned, flung his revolver away, and 
Lang let him go long enough to pick it 
up. Then he collared his prisoner again 
and in so doing, jerked the revolver 
from his pocket. Another Chinaman 
promptly seized it, and began firing 
across Lang’s shoulder. 

Chinatown recovered quickly from its 
excitement. By 5 o’clock the Four Brofh- 
ers were flocking to their banquet hall 
through lines of police. The battle had 
gone against them, for both Chu Foo 
and Chu Pan were Four Brothers. Sen 
Jin did not belong to any society. Most 
of those arrested, however, were mem- 
bers of the Ong Leong, and'the banquet 


‘was held, as the Ong Leong men had 


boasted it would not be. 

The Four Brothers put particular em- 
phasis on that. As they climbed the 
stairs at 24 Pell street they chattered 
wildly, and their elation found further 
expression in the fact that their women 
pattered along the street unattended 
Chinatown has never seen the women of 
the colony parade so openly as they did 
last evening. 

Police Get Eight Revolvers. 

Cupt. Hodgins shut Chinatown to vis- 
ftors last night. Pell street was barred 
even to Chinamen, and the eastern side 
of Mott street, for a square below Pel] 
street, was forbidden territory. The 
“Seeing Chinatown" coaches uptown 
bulletined the shooting very quickly aft- 
er its occurrence, but the police would 
not let them get nearer than two blocks. 

The police of the Elizabeth Street Sta- 
tion have eight fine revolvers as sou- 
venirs of the shooting. Three were tak- 
en from the shooters, the others were 
picked up on the streets, All are of the 
latest pattern.

MEXICO CITY, June  27.—Gé6n. 


Porfirio Diaz was elected President of 
Mexico and Ramon Corral was elected 
Vice-President by an ‘overwhelming 
majority, according to returns re- 
ceived here from all over the coun- 
try early today. 

The anti-re-electionists ticket, 
headed by Francisco I. Madero, now 
under arrest in San Luis Potosi, re- 
ceived about 2 per cent Oo. ‘he vote 
cast in Mexico City, according to an 
unofficial statement. It is estimated 
that betwen 40,000 and 50,000 votes 
were cast in the capital. 

The city was free from disorder of 
a serious nature, though at several 
voting places friends of the candi- 
dates running against the adminis- 
tration nominees had personal en- 
counters with officers in charge. 

Eight hundred electors were chosen 
in Mexico City of whom only four are 
anti-re-electionists. From telegrams 
received from various parts of the 
Republic the same proportion seems 
to prevail throughout the country. 

The election in Mexico City passed 
off quietly and only those {fnterested 
in politics knew from appearances 
that an event of more than usual 
interest was transpiring. The electors 
chosen will meet next month in the 
electoral college on July 10 to vote 
for Deputies and Senators; on July 
11 officially to declare the election 
of a president and vice-president and 
on July 12 to name judges of the Su- 
preme Court.

The court 
of Inquiry finds that the Board of In- 
spection, which started the dispute over 
the Marietta, has overdrawn the facts 
in stating that the Marietta was such an 
old, disreputable hulk that she might 
have gone down at sea had some com- 
paratively trivial accident occurred to 
her. 

“In this connection,” this board report- 
ed that Lieut.

Committee Finds Many Men 
at Bethlehem Are Forced 
to Labor Sundays. 


12-HOUR DAY PREVAILS 
Twenty-Eight Per Cent of 


All Employes Put in a 
7-Day Week.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, June 27.—The Social 
Service Commission of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, representing the united Prot- 
estant churches in this country, gave 
out last night a report of conditions it 
alleges to have found in the works of 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, South 
Bethlehem, Pa., of which Charles M. 
Schwab is president. The investigation 
was made by a subcommittee, consist- 
ing of the Rev. Charles Stilze, formerly 
of St. Louis; Dr. Josiah Strong and 
Paul U. Kellogg. 

This abstract says in part: 

The committee reports that just 
before the recent strike 2275 men, or 
5l per cent of all the employes, 
worked 12 hours a day; 220 work- 
men had a 12-hour day excepting on 
Saturdays, when thefr hours were 
either 10 or 11; 4203 employes had a 
workday of 10% to 11 hours, gener- 
ally with a half day off on Satur- 
day, and 47 worked on other sched- 
ules not specified. 

Beyond and intensifying the evils 
of a 12-hour day was the existence 
in many departments of a seven- 
day week. Twenty-eight per cent of 
all employes worked regularly seven 
days in the week, but in addition, 
were those who worked on Sundays 
regularly as overtime. The total 
number working on seven days in a 

week, both regular and as overtime, 

during last January, was 4041, or 43 

per cent. 

Forced te Work on Sunday. 

The situation with regard to Sun- 
day work in Bethlehem is worse than 
that- found in the Pittsburg steel 
mills, as discovered by the Pittsburg 
survey. The committee asserts that 
while it is alleged by thé manage- 
ment that Sunday and overtime work 
is, in some departments, at least op- 
tional with the men, it is neverthe- 
less true that foremen and gang 
bosses have compelled men to work 
on Sunday against their protest upon 
fear of discharge. It was a case of 
kind that precipitated the 
strike. 

With regard to wages, the commit- 
tee declares that 61 per cent of the 
9184 employed earned less than 18 cents 
an hour, or $2.16 for a 12-hour day; 
and 31 9-10 per cent earned less than 
14 cents an hour or less than $1.88 
for a 10-hour work day. The commit- 
tee declares this is a wage scale that 
leaves no option to the common la- 
borer, but the boarding boss method 
of living with many men to the room.

“I think women ought to vote 
but I don’t think they should be per- 
mitted to hold office, for reasons that 
are too plain for me to mention.

Reduced, However, for 
Those Who Complained. 


The constitutionality of the law 
creating the East St. Louts Levee and 
Sanitary District was upheld Monday 
by Judge Frank Perrin of Belleville. 
The district was created by a special 
act of the Legislature for the pur- 
pose of draining the east side dis- 
trict, and pbullding levees and dykes 
between Alton and East St. Louis. 
The work mapped out for the dis- 
trict by the United States engineers 
contemplates an expenditure of 
$6,000,000. Fifty-seven taxpayers of 
East St. Louis attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the law on 48 different 
grounds. They were overruled on 
every point. 

Some of the objectors contested the 
East St. Louis tax rate, which is now 
$6.73 on the $100 valuation. “Judge 
Perrin urdered ‘the tax rate of 
the objectors reduced from $1.83 
to $1, but the reduction applies only 
to those persons who made complaint 
in court. Persons who have not ob- 
jected to the tax will have to pay it. 


ZEPPELIN IS CONSIDERING 
STARTING LINE IN AMERICA 


Legal Questions May Prevent 
Flights Between New York 


and Boston. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—The German 
syndicate which \is operating the Zeppe- 
lin airship Deutschland to carry passen- 


gers on regular schedule between 
Freidrischafen and Dusseldorf is plan- 
ning to extend its activities to Ameri- 
ca. It is announced that the syndi- 
cate has under consideration putting a 
Zeppelin dirigible into commission be- 
tween New York and Boston. 

A ruling by the United States Govern- 
ment will first be necessary, however, 
as to whether an airship is a ship or 
is something else. Should the airship 
be put in the same family with the 
ship of the seas.or rivers, it would not 
be possible for a German company ‘to 
operate in this country. No -ship car- 
rying a foreign flag can do business 
on the inland waters, or do a coast- 
wise trade. 

There is also the question of import 
duty, which on airships is about 6&6 
per cent of their value, If this.apprais- 
al covers a dirigible as well as an aero- 
plane, a ship of the Zeppelin type would 
cost, delivered in this country $1,000,000, 
an almost prohibitive price.

There is all the difference in the world 
between the training methods of the two 
great champions who are to fight for the 
world’s title on July 4. In training Jeff 
does very little boxing, and when he 
does box encourages his trainers to wal- 
lop him, and returns the merest taps. 

“I do my fighting in the ring,” Jeff 
says. “I don’t need to fight in training. 
My natural fighting style comes to mice 
as soon as I have to fight. 

“If I slugged in training, I couldn’t 
find a man in the country to stand 
the gaff more than a couple of days.” 

But Zohnston’s idea is altogether 
different. 

“The only way to train for a fight 
is by fighting all the time,” Jack sai} 
to me yesterday afternoon. “Suppose 
you get a hard punch on the nose 
right at the start. If you are used 
to getting hit on the nose it doesn’t 
hurt you at all. If you are not used 
to it you get rattled. 

“Then a fellow’s got te fight all

I thought Johnson should have Jef- 
fries’ quarters because of the trolley 
which runs to his quarters.

Johnson Trains in Hot Sun; Jeff 
Does His Work in Shade of Trees 


I kept a close watch on Johnson’s 
work Sagurday and Sunday. Jack seems 
to like the sun. Jeff makes it a point 
to train in the shade as much as possi- 


ble, for the sunshine here in Reno 
bakes you through in a few minutes. 
Jeff has a theory that the time to take 
a strain of any sort is in the fight it- 
.Sseif and not during the training period. 
He doesn’t want the eye strain of box- 
ing in the hot sunlight, although his 
eyes are perfect. 

Yesterday Johnson began his work by 
runching the bag for a few minutes. 
He didn’t have much luck at that, as 
he broke the cord three times in quick 
succession. Then he gave it up. On 
Saturday he broke the cord, and the 
flying bag struck a sporting writer 
in the face, shattering his glasses and 
inflicting a painful but not dangerous 
injury. 

Yesterday, after breaking the third 
cord, Jack gave a snort of disgust and 
quickly pulled on the boxing gloves. 
His first. opponent was big Al Kaaf- 
man. There is one thing I HMke about 
Al. He goes about his work as if he 
Was in an actual ring fight. He tears 
in continually and slugs for all he is 
worth. He keeps Johnson on the de- 
fensive all the time. Johnson seems to 
like the work. As soon as the fight- 
ing began yesterday, he broke ground 
slowly, timing Kaufman’s rushes, and. 
slipped in occasional jabs or hooks, Al 
forced him back for a while. Then 
Johnson stood and caught Kaufman’s 
arms, snothering his blows. They 


‘gent over vicious hooks. 


wrestied about the ring time and again, 
and Johnson seemed safe, even when 
Kaufman worked his arms loose and 


Al used a snappy uppercut, but I don’t 
think it ever did much more than graze 
the black man’s chin. Johnson seemed 
to know intuitively when that upper- 
cut was coming. He just pulled his 
head back out of the way and let Al’s 
arm shoot up in the air. 

They fought four.hard rounds in all. 
It was real fighting from start to fin- 
ish. Just as in their Saturday bout, 
Kaufman came through at the finish 
bleeding at the mouth and nose, keep- 
ing to his work doggedly and paying no 
attention to punishment. I noticed one 
interesting thing. Kaufman, who was 
in the finest possible condition, having 
just come through a hard course of 
training for his fight with Langford, 
which was called off, breathed so hard 
near the end of the little fight, that he 
puffed like a steam engine’s exhaust. 
Johnson did not get winded at all. The 
only sign of exertion he showed was 
the rain of perspiration. Sweat stood 
out all over his head and trickled from 
his chin in a steady stream. After one 
of the rounds I asked him if the sun’s 
heat did not worry him. Jack squinted 
up at the sun and smiled his golden 
smgile. ‘“‘Not at all that I can notice,”’ 
he said. That’s the advantage of being 
an Ethiopian. Jack’s ancestors for 
countless. centuries have shown thelr 
raked skin to sun glare far greater 
than this at Reno. Heat doesn’t bother 





him at all. 


Jeff Cautious in Many Things 
That Big Jack Johnson Overlooks 


lL, KAUFMAN sprinkled a few drops of

A higher price level at Liverpool, on 
amall world's shipments, decreased sup- 
plies on passage and improved conti- 
nental demands, gave the wheat market 
a firm tone teday and largely offset re- 
ports of rain and more favorable crop 
news from the Northwest. 

Trade in the local pit was quiet and 
professional in character, neither buyers 
nor sellers showing an inclination to 
press thelr advantage aggressively. 

Opinion seems to be that the North- 
west crop loss, in the face of a strong- 
er foreign statistical position, about 
justifies the recent advance, especial- 
ly as the recent low prices were made 
on ideal domestic growing conditions 
and a weak technical foreign position, 
both of which have recently undergone 
bullish changes. 

The daily weather- forecast indicates 
fair weather in the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota for tonight and ‘tuesday with not 
much change in temperature. The week- 
ly forecast indicates generally fair 
weather in the spring wheat area with 
no excessive temperatures. 

The world’s shipments of wheat this 
week totaled 7,560,000 bu., against 7,- 
200,000 bu. last week and 9,008,000 bu. 
last year.

w& number of defenders of short- 
weight grocers and butchers take the 
view that bécause dealers suffer losses 
in the credit business, give trading 
stemps and work long hours, they are 
entitied to cheat their customers by 
giving short weight. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter’s investiga- 
tions show that the average of short 
weights is about one and one-half 
OU to the pound.’ The grocer who 
nooks off one and one-uall ounces on 

pound is making an illegitimate 
profit of 10 per cent, in addition to his 
regular profit. If he sells his goods so 
as to make a profit of 331-3 per cent on 
honest weight, he is, by giving short 
weight, increasing it to 431-3 per cent. 

The general principle that ..e consum- 
er is entitled to all he pays for is not 
taken into consideration by these de- 
fenders of the short-weight grocers. 

Most Customers Pay Promptly. 
Grocers are not required to give cred- 

it and they do not have to give trading 
stamps. Most grocers have a list of 
regular customers who pay their bills 
promptly every week or two weeks. Gro- 
cers Who do a credit business generally 
add a profit to cover their losses.. When 
they give trading stamps it is for the 
purpose of attracting trade to their 
stores. They expect, by increased busi- 
ness, to more than pay for the expense 
of the trading stamps. 

The general rule seems to prevall that 
a customer must ask for trading stamps, 
otherwise they age not given. The gro- 
cer knows who his trading stamps cus- 
tomers are, and can easily arrange his 
schedule of prices to get his profits out 
of the trading stamp collectors. Prob- 
ably not one customer in five asks for 
the stamps. 

“In 88 purchases the Pnst-Dispatch 
short-weight investigator got trading 
stamps twice. He saw comparatively 
few persons calling for them when they 
made their purchases. The merchants 
themselves originated and encouraged 
the: trading stamp habit. If they have 
educated the people to ig they have 
themselves to blame. | 

«Letters complaining of short weight, 
and also defending grocers for giving 
it,@re received by the Post-Dispatch in 
almost every mail. Below are some of 
the letters that came Monday: 

Suggests Co-Operative Store. 

"<I have read your short-weight ex- 
ypesure with much interest. 1 think 

it is time something is done to stop 
this cheating. I buy a peck of po- 

tatoes at a time and get 12 or 12% 
pounds. As there are 6 pounds in a 

bushel I have to buy five pecks to 
get a bushel. 

-I have often asked the grocer to 
weigh the potatoes, but he says he 
would not weigh them for anybody. 

I never get a pound of meat when 
Task for it. It is always from two 
to four ounces short. It makes me 
so angry that what I would like to 
say would not look well in print. 

‘The people of each neighborhood 
Ought to get together and start a 
menera! store and pay some honest 
sMan a salary to run it. Then every- 
bOdy could get produce at whole 
Wale prices. Ten per cent in addi- 
tion to the cost price would pay the 

salary of the man to run the store, 
ahd other expenses. 

No man runs a grocery store for 
his health.- If there is no profit, as 
“te grocers say, they wou!d soon 
quit. That old story won't go with

The practice of short-weighing, 
which is here shown to be com- 
mon, cannot be stopped entirely 
by the city authorities. Much of 
the petty swindling of custom- 
ers is done on scales which have 
been duly approved by the City 
Inspector of Weights and Meis- 
ures, but which the owners ma- 
nipulate hurriedly and carelessly, to 
their customers’ loss much more 
frequently than their own.

Grocer Advises Vegetable Diet, 

It seems that the poor old grocery- 
man is always getting bumped 
around. At present there is a ¢cam- 
paign about him giving’ short 
weights. Now let us figure the thing 
to a fine point. The groceryman 
has the longest hours, more com- 
plaints and kicks, and gets beat out 
of more money than any other mer- 
chant. 

The high livers want to wear good 
clothes, paying well for them; want 
nice flats to live in, want to have 
a good time, like to occupy the 
good seats in the theater, paying 
sometimes $2 for them; like to set 
‘em up over the bar to their friends, 
like to make a flash, in other words 
live like millionaires. Then when 
they want to spend a nickel with the 
poor groceryman they holler like a 
stuck pig, complaining that they are 
being cheated and charged too much. 
But they gladly throw 15 cents over 
the bar for a littie drink of whisky. 

Groceries are cheaper now than at 
any other time. Beans, peas, corn, 
tomatoes, potatoes and turnips are 
10 cents a peck, six bunches of rad- 
ishes for 5 cents, spaghetti 10 cents 
a pound. Flour is also cheap, and 
good oleomargarine is cheap. Meat 
is high. Quit eating it, and you will 
be healthier, wealthier and wiser, 
‘and at the same time help break 
up a trust. 

Buropeans are healthier than 
Americans. They seldom eat meat. 
They eat lots of bread, something 
Americans don’t do. Eat plenty of 
fruit, vegetables and bread and you 
will save doctor’s bills. Have you 
ever heard of a southern European 
having indigestion? No. He eats 
plenty of bread and little meat. If 
people will follow these suggestions 
they will be better off. 

GROCERYMAN, 

Small Retailer Disappearing. 

In refererence to the many arti- 
cles written and published concerning 
short weight by the retail butchers 
and grocers. Most consumers are 
no doubt victims. Now if this be 
true, there must certainly be an un- 
derlying cause, which, so far, has 
not been brought out. And that 
cause is an economic one. The 
profits are ‘small and the grocers find 
it increasingly difficult to make a 
living. As a matter of fact, it is 
the last/resort of a rapidly vanish- 
ing class. The small retailer is fast 
disappearing. He is therefore simply 
holding on as best he can. 

Great centers of distribution is the 
order of the day. The day of the 
small man is gone never to retura 
and it is well that it should be so, 
for his methods are out of date. 
There can be no effective remedy in 
law, only to hasten his decay, and 
the sooner to place all the retail 
business in the hands of hig busi- 
ness. They are reaching out for it 
along all lines at this time. The 
small retailer is between the upper 
and the nether milistone, those who 
own the products and the consumer, 
and neither one is interested in him. 

The only reason he cheats ug is 
that it is profitable for him to do so. 
And as long as the profit system re- 
mains men will want to cheat, The 
only effective remedy is in the col- 
lective ownership of the means of so- 
clal production and distribution. 
Then there will be no incentive to 
cheat. 

Would it profit a water department 
employe to cheat us in water? or 
@ public school teacher to cheat our 
children with their education? 

a@ postal clerk to cheat us in stamps? 
No, they do not do these things 
because there is no profit for them 
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or not, we shall have to submit te it, 
whether it be the co-operation of the 
few, which means the complete own- 
ership of and by the few, or whether 
it shall be the collective ownership 
of the things which all the people 
must use, and by means of which 
they must live. I would rather 
trust all the people than a few of the 
people. But someone objects that 
there would .not be work enough for 
everyone if concentration of effort 
like this were effected. Surely it is 
not 80 much work we want as the 
oppertunty to produce for ourselves, 
and enjoy the same. 

For we can both produce and dis- 
tribute in our collective capacity bet- 
ter than an individual. The prob- 
lem of production has been solved 
and it only remains for us to solve 
the problem of distribution which 
will mean the elimination of the 
small retailer. ee Ae

FIREMAN HURT AND TEAM RUNS 








AWAY AT FALSE ALARM OF FIRE 





Frank L. Mollencott, member of fire 
truck No. 8, fell through a glass side- 
walk canopy over the entrance to the 
wholesale house of Ely-Walker, at Six- 
teenth and Locust streets, early Mon- 
day. He was badly cut about the hands 
and feet, and his body was bruised 
when it came in contact with the pave- 
ment after a fall of 15 feet. 

The blowing of a cap from the auto- 
mafic sprinkler in the seven-story fire- 
proof building sent an alarm of fire to 
Engine Company No. 82, at 2 a. m., and 
Mollencott was one of the first fire 
men to attempt to enter the bullding. 
He did this by climbing to the glass 
canopy and crawling over it. The glass 
could not sustain, the weight of his body, 
and he tumbled through. 

As Mollencott’s body was whirling 
through the air, the team of horses at- 
tached to hose reel No. 32, became fright- 
ened, and ran away. Before firemen 
caught them, the horses collided with 
a lamp post a block away, and tore it 
down. The reel was damaged to the 
extent of $50. 

Mollencott, who is 23 years old, was 
taken to his home, $220 St. Louls ave- 
nue. Ely-Walker’s stock was not dam- 
aged.
